were put on a train yesterday m orn­ 
ing by their mother, who purchased 
tickets for them. 
They landed in 
Dubuque last night, they said, and 
there changed cars for La Crosse, that 
being the destination named on their 
tickets. 
They were told 
by 
their 
mother that they were going to Bara­ 
boo, where they w’ould find an uncle 
and aunt. 
The boy could not tell the 
police the last name of his aunt. All 
he knew was that she 
was 
“Aunt 
Ann.” 
He didn’t know how he was 
to get to Baraboo from La Crosse 
without money. 
In fact he didn’t 
seem to know much of anything re­ 
garding his destination or reason for 
being turned adrift. 
The larger boy was 
attired 
in a 
pair of thin overalls and shirt and 
short coat, while the little fellow’ only 
had a shirt, jacket, pants 
and 
thin 
stockings. 
Neither had an overcoat. 
W hen the police found them 
they 
were looking for a train which would 
take them to Baraboo. Unless the po­ 
lice are able to find some relative 
willing and able to care for them the 
boys will probably be taken to the 
state school at Sparta.

The new water tank on the B ur­ 
lington road at East Winona, which 
was started early in the spring, was 
completed recently and is the only 
one of its kind on the system.

In the E sch m easure there was the possibility that at last the A m erican pub­ 


lic w ould find protection against the elaborate system of graftin g so long 


used to rob the people. 
It is not true that “ Jones, he pays the freigh t.”

interview this morning said: 
“ M y attention has been called to an 
article printed in T h e A rgu s and c o ­ 
pied by m y kind friend of the Leader- 
Press in which I am criticized for 
opposing the

park. 
I wish to say to the public that 
I ain in favor of the park, but I can’t 
see w hy I or any alderman should go 
about buying a park for the city in 
any different spirit than private per­ 
sons entertain when buying for them ­ 
selves.

A K R O N , O., Dec. 20.— N o 
action 
was taken toward placing the Akron 
Gas company, 
of which John 
R. 
W alsh holds the controlling interest, 
in the hands of a receiver, 
though 
such a move was not unlooked for 
by those familiar with the situation. 
Th e company has been engaged in a 
disastrous war vvjth the Standard Oil 
interests for years, and it is said has 
been making little or no money. 
Mr. W alsh acquired the controlling 
interest in the Akron Gas company 
from the East Ohio 
Gas 
company 
was granted 
a franchise to put in 
natural gas. 
It is controlled by the 
Standard Oil 
company, 
and 
when 
W alsh ’s company was charging $1.25 
per thousand feet the East Ohio c o m ­ 
pany fixed the price 
at 20 cents a 
thousand. 
T h e Akron Gas company 
cut its price down to 27 cents to meet 
the natural gas prices. 
A few years 
before it had charged as high as $2.25 
a thousand. 
T w o years ago the natural gas c o m ­ 
pany raised its price to 25 cents a 
thousand, and W a l s h ’s company has 
been keeping its price practically on 
the same basis. 
N o w each is charging 
30 cents. 
These 
prices 
have 
been 
ruinous to the Akron Gas company, 
and the failure of the company has 
been predicted and reported frequent­ 
ly. 
Th e bondholders have been the 
chief complainants, as the plant 
is 
heavily bonded. 
Th e company is ca­ 
pitalized at $400,000, and tw o years 
ago increased its plant and producing 
capacity at least one-half, expending 
several hundred thousand dollars.
